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Red Leaders Unlikely to Visit U.S. 


WILL RUSSIA’S leaders ao- 
cept President Johnson’s Invi¬ 
tation to visit the United 
States? 

It appears highly unlikely, 
at least this year. 

The President extended the 
inv. ation in his State of the 
Union address to a joint ses¬ 
sion of Congress. Ambassador 
Foy Kohler carried a formal 
Invitation to Moscow when be 
flew back to his post after 
spending the holidays in the 
United States. 

Unofficial Soviet sources in 
Moscow expressed skepticism 
to American reporters about 
such a trip bv Premier Alexei 
Kosygin or Communist Party 
boss Leonid Brezhnev. 

The same skepticism was 
encountered in diplomatic and 
Eastern European exile cir¬ 
cles in Washington. 

Some informed observers 
regard the President’s invita¬ 
tion as a political gesture de¬ 
signed to dramatize his Ad¬ 
ministration’s desire to re¬ 
duce East-West tensions and 
bring a rapproacfiment be¬ 
tween the United States and 
the Soviet Union. 

Others, however, see a sub¬ 
tle American diplomatic ploy 
designed to confront the Rus¬ 
sians ’with an embarrassing 
choice. 


would be trading the promise 
of closer ties with Washington 
for the almost certain dissolu¬ 
tion of their alliance with 
Peking. Such a choice would 
touch off a shattering Ideolo¬ 
gical dispute Inside the Com¬ 
munist system. The shaky 
Moscow grip o: Red parties 
in Italy and France might be 
broken. 

Observers in Washington 
are quick to point out that 
Kosygin and Brezhnev have 


moved to patch up the Slno- 
Soviet split, not widen It, 
despite the President’s desire 
to treat the Red powers sepa¬ 
rately. And they emphasize 
that the new Kremlin leaders 
are not secure in their own 
capital. The power struggle 
touched off by the poster of 
Nikita Khrushchev is not yet 
settled. 

The planned visits of Soviet 
leaders to London and New 
Delhi cannot be compared 
with a trip to the United 
States. 

Britain and India both 
maintain diplomatic relations 
with Red China. Trips to their 
capitals could not be inter¬ 
preted as anti-Chinese.

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Acceptance of the American 
Invitation, they point out, 
would be certain to alienate 
further the Communist re¬ 
gime in Peking. 

President Johnson in his

From June 9 th through June 13th, 1965 , the SDS held its National Convention in Michi¬ 
gan ." A report shows that there were 25 O delegates from 27 colleges present. Male and fe¬ 
male delegates shared cabins and used the same toilet facilities.. Many went barefoot and 
the majority were described as unshaven, dirty and unkempt. 


Among other organizations represented at this convention were: The Young Socialist 
Alliance; The Sparticists, another Trotskyite group; the Progressive Labor Party, a pro- 
Chinese group and the May 2nd Movement. 


In the first official statement of SDS, its members consider themselves "the new 
left." and to accomplish their purposes they call for "national efforts at university re¬ 
form oy an alliance of students and faculty. They must; wrest control of the educational 

process from the administrative bureaucracy.They must consciously build a base for 

their assault on the loci of power." 

According to a booklet prepared by Tom Hayden (Staff, SDS) the "SDS.is an association 
of young people on the left who seek alternatives to poverty, racism, corporate or mili¬ 
tary rule in public affairs and governments which people no longer control." The booklet 
features a photograph'which shows a group of beatniks holding a sign proclaiming, "we pro¬ 
test inadequate everything." 


Having been spawned by the Fabian Socialist Movement, this organization is simply 
carrying out Marxist philosophies, moving further to the left and cooperating with radi¬ 
cals, communists and revolutionaries. Mothers and fathers who are sending their rdvTldrgn 
to college for an education often at great sa cri fice, should have the facts to inform 
themselves and their children concerning su ch organizations. _ 


_ The Comm unists plan to infl uence s tudent s is now progressing to the high school level. 

On Dec. l4th7~1965, according to Crawford High School students, San Diego, Calif., who 
were eye witnesses, the following occurred: As classes were dismissed, four young people 
stationed across the street from school, passed out printed sheets, bearing the signature 
"Students for a Democratic Society." The apparent spokesman for the group was bearded, 
barefoot and dirty. When the police arrived, he immediately quoted the laws protecting 
his activity. Excerpts from the sheet amply evidence the distorted and divisive thinking 
on the part of the Students for a Democratic Society: 


"We dre students at State College. We're out here because we've been shocked and 
pushed into realizing that high school students are not children, but are people with all 
the capabilities and brains and guts possessed by adults. We're here because high school 
students are pushed around more, with less reason, by stupider administrators than perhaps 
any group of humans in America, and because you haven't yet had any chance to fight back. 

"You people are being stepped on in much the same way as college students are stepped 
on, only you get it a little harder. The way we see it, you're in a kind of machine. You 
know yourselves that you're getting a lousy education. You're just receiving much the 
same stale pablum that they handed us a couple of years ago, and you probably realize that 
very little of yo •- ’ -ri uca -fcii-- ip ever going to be useful. What is worse, al¬ 
most — _ ...j.oeducatiOiJ. xs beautiful or interesting or even honest. It's 
not beautiful because administrators don't give a damn about your interests; it's not hon¬ 
est because your society is dishonest. 


"You're going to school in one of the most wasteful of all possible school systems. 
You could be getting an education better than that given at any private secondary school, 
but you aren't. Instead, you're being run through a mill that is operated by bureaucrats 
.: stupid people run the show as wastefully and as dully as possible. 


"We have formed the Students for a Democratic Society because we want an authentic

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The City of Los Angeles, California is comparatively quiet now. 

The rifle fire is silent. The billowing columns of smoke drift on the 
wind and blend into the clouds. The screams of "Kill! Kill!" are 
slowly dying away. The madness and the anarchy echo bleakly down the 
streets. The stench of death still hangs in the air. The terror is 
still upon the people. But, for the most part, the city lives in 
relative quiet. 

Were these riots the "dress rehearsal?" Were they the means em¬ 
ployed by the Enemy Within to test the city and its people? Were they 
the ."actors used to determine wh t the police would do - how far the 
populace would go to protect and defend itself - would armed troops be 
sent in and, if so, on which side? Was this not then, in truth and in 
fact, the dress rehearsal for the take-over? 

The hue and cry of "police brutality", "social injustice", "pov¬ 
erty" rose with hypocritical monotony. It is the same old hat - all 
of which continues to avoid the real issue and the real reason behind 
the anarchy and insurrection in Los Angeles and San Diego - and else¬ 
where.

How 
about "Mr. March” as he is called - Bayard Rust in. Senator "Strom 
Thurmond of South Carolina had this to say about Mr. Rustin: "Mr. 
Rustin's criminal record serves as a good beginning point. Mr. 

Rustin is .eported... as having served 18 months during World War II 
as a conscientious objector. The true facts are that he was sentenced 
for failure to abide by the selective ^rvice law... He was convicted 
in 1953 Pasadena, Calif., of a morals charge after being arrested 
with two men. The 'morals charges* are true. The conviction was sex 
perversion and a subsequent arrest of vagrancy and lewdness. Mr. 
Rustin pleaded guilty to the sex perversion charge." (4) 

With men like King and Rustin and a few hundred others like them, 
leading the Civil Rights movement, and such groups as the Black Mus¬ 
lims, it is small wonder that Los Angeles was pillaged and burned and 
people beaten into senseless masses and terrorized beyond human endur¬ 
ance.

With men like King and Rustin and a few hundred others like them, 
leading the Civil Rights movement, and such groups as the Black Mus¬ 
lims, it is small wonder that Los Angeles was pillaged and burned and 
people beaten into senseless masses and terrorized beyond human endur¬ 
ance. 


Ask yourself the question: What would happen to me and a few 
hundred of my friends if we decided uO roam the streets of any city in 
a mob that was terrorizing an entire city? Would someone write laws 
for me to protect my "civil rights" because I thought I was frustrated 
and it was a hot, humid night? The answer is a blunt "no". Yet, the 
liberals are at it again - hardly before the blood is dry on the 
street, declaring that what happened in Los Angeles is somehow t the 
"white man's fault." It is somehow their fault that thousands of mad 
animals turned a city into a living hell of death and terror, 

Wow, sit back and contemplate your fate - and the fate of every 
white man in the United States - and the fate of every city in the 
United States. The rioters may be partially subdued at the moment 
and the city may be relatively quiet - but how long will it stay that 
way? How long before they ring the curtain up on the opening perform-

Students for a Democratic Society, working 
in cooperation with other groups has moved 
into the fore-front in demonstrations, march¬ 
es, parades and protests in opposition to the 
United States policy in Vietnam. They spon¬ 
sored the march on Washington on April 17, 
1965 and are active in planning other activi¬ 
ties from coast to coast. 


HISTORY - In 1905 Upton Sinclair and George 
Strobel drafted a 'call' to form an associa¬ 
tion to promote socialism among college men 
and women. In response to the 'call', 100 
met and formed the Intercollegiate Socialist 


Society. _Qpe of the charter members of this 
organization was Walter Lippman. Their pub¬ 
lication: Socialist Review. 


In 1921 the Intercollegiate Socialist So¬ 
ciety changed its name to the League for In¬ 
dustrial Democracy and broadened its aims and 
purposes. The Student L.I.D. has now become 
Students for a Democratic Society. 

Among the programs of the L.I.D. were the 
abolition of the R.O.T.C., the abolition of 


student loyalty oaths and promotion of the ^xford Peace Pledge (not to fight for one's 
country). Then, as now, they were much concerned with the issue of 'academic Freedom. 
In 1950 James Farmer became their Student Field Secretary. Farmer, who will resign as head 
of GORE March 1st, to assume the presidency of a new nationwide literacy training program 
"National Cooperative Literacy Program," financed by federal and private antipoverty funds, 
was given credit for organizing L.I.D chapters at Oberlin and Antioch and reviving chap¬ 
ters at Harvard and Wayne. In 1951 the L.I.D. convention went on record in favor of a war 
against poverty," a phrase with a familiar ring.

From June 9 th through June 13th, 1965 , the SDS held its National Convention in Michi¬ 
gan. A report shows that there were 25 O delegates from 27 colleges present. Male and fe¬ 
male delegates shared cabins and used the same toilet facilities. Many went barefoot and 
the majority were described as unshaven, dirty and unkempt. 


Among other organizations represented at this convention were: The Young Socialist 
Alliance; The Sparticists, another Trotskyite group; the Progressive Labor Party, a pro- 
Chinese group and the May 2nd Movement. 


In the first official statement of SDS, its members consider themselves "the new 
left," c.nd to accomplish uheir purposes they call for "national efforts at university re¬ 
form by an alliance of students and faculty. They must wrest control of the educational 

process from the administrative bureaucracy.They must consciously build a base for 

their assault on the loci of power." 

According to a booklet prepared by Tom Hayden (Staff, SDS) the "SDS j.s an association 
of young people on the left who seek alternatives to poverty, racism, corporate or mili¬ 
tary rule in public affairs and governments which people no longer control." The booklet 
features a photograph which shows a group of beatniks holding a sign proclaiming, "we pro¬ 
test inadequate everything." 


Having been spawned by the Fabian Socialist Movement, this organization is simply 
carrying out Marxist philosophies, moving further to the left and cooperating with radi¬ 
cals, communists and revolutionaries. Mothers and fathers who are sending their children

On Dec. l4th, 1965 , according to Crawford High School students, San Diego, Calif., who 
were eye witnesses, the following occurred: As classes were dismissed, four young people 
stationed across the street from school, passed out printed sheets, bearing the signature 
"Students for a Democratic Society." The apparent spokesman for the group was bearded, 
barefoot and dirty. When the police arrived, he immediately quoted the laws protecting 
his activity. Excerpts from the sheet amply evidence the distorted and divisive thinking 
on the part of the Students for a Democratic Society: 


"We are students at State College. We're out here because we've been shocked and 
pushed into realizing that high school students are not children, but are people with all 
the capabilities and brains and guts possessed by adults. We're here because high school 
students are pushed around more, with less reason, by stupider administrators than perhaps 
any group of humans in America, and because you haven't yet had any chance to fight back. 

"You people are being stepped on in much the same way as college students are stepped 
on, only you get it a little harder. The way we see it, you're in a kind of machine. You 
know yourselves that you're getting a lousy education. You're just receiving much the 
same stale pablum that they handed us a couple of year? ago, and you probably realize that 
very iittlle of y< ^ 'uct ever goi^ & t< e useful.
